INTRODUCTION 

Recent molecular phylogenetic work on Carex lenticulahs Michx., C. aquatilis L., and related species (Dragon 
& Barrington 2009) resulted in the recommendation that western species of the Carex lenticulahs complex are 
sufficiently distinct from eastern C. lenticulahs to warrant recognition at the species level, as C. kelloggii W. 
Boott. Although the three varieties of this western taxon are not differentiated at the DNA sequences used dur¬ 
ing this study, they can be distinguished morphologically (Standley 1985; Dragon & Barrington 2009). How¬ 
ever, two of the taxa have not been published as varieties of C. kelloggii. In preparation for publishing a second 
edition of our field guide to sedges of Oregon and Washington (Wilson et al. 2008), we are publishing those 
combinations now.
